King s hands, or the hands of his tenants, without being put to any suite or trouble 
therein ; and all such estates shall be freed & discharged from all arrears of crowne 
rents, quitt rents, and other public charges incurred & become due since Michaelmas 
one thousand six hundred eighty and eight to the day of the date hereof; and all 
psons comprehended in this article shall have, hold and enjoy all their goods & 
chattels, reall & psonall to them or any of them belonging '& remaining, either in 
their owne hands or the hands of any psons whatsoever in trust for or for the use 
of them or any of them ; and all and every the said psons, of what pfession, trade 
or calling soever they bee, shall and may use, exercise and practice their severall and re- 
spective professions, trades and callings as freely as they did use, exercise & enjoy the 
same in the reigne of King Charles y c Second ; provided that nothing in this article con- 
teyned bee construed to extend to or restore any forfeiting pson now out of the kingdom 
excepted what are hereafter comprised ; pvided alsoe, that noe pson whatsoever 
shall have or enjoy the benefitt of this article that shall neglect or refuse to take the 
Oath of Allegiance made by Act of Parham' in England, in the first yeare of the 
reigne of their psent Ma' 1 ", when thereunto required. 

3 * AH merchants or reputed merchants of the city of Limerick, or of any other 
garrison now possed by y e Irish, or of any towne or place in the countyes of Clare 
or Kerry who are absent beyond the seas that have nott bore armes since their 
Ma"" declaracon in ffebruary one thousand six hundred eighty-eight, shail have the 
benefitt of the Second Article in the same manner as if they were psent, pvided 
such merchants & reputed merchants doe repaire into this kingdom within the space 
of eight months from the date hereof. 

4. The following officers, (viz>) Colonell Symon Luttrell, Captain Rowland 
NV hite, Maurice Eustace of Yerman’s towne, Chivers of Maystowne, commonly 
called Mountleinster, now belonging to the regim" in the aforesaid garrisons & 
quarters of the Irish army who are beyond the seas, and sent thither upon affaires of 
their respective regim' 3 or the army in generall, shall have y e benefitt and advantage 
of the Second Article, pvided they returne hither within the space of eight months 
from the date of these psents, and submitt to their Majesties Governm' and take the 
above-menconed oath. 

5. That all & singular the said psons comprised in the second and third 
articles shall have a genall pardon of all attainders, outlawries, treasons, mis- 
prisions of treasons, premunires, ffelonies, trespasses and other crimes and misde- 
meanours whatsoever, by them or any of them committed since the begining of the 
reigne of King James the Second, and if any of them are attainted by Parliam 1 the 
lords justices and generall will use their best endeavours to get the same repealed by 
Parliament, and the outlawries to be reversed gratis, all but writing clerks ffees. 

6. And whereas the psent warrs have drawne on great violences on both parts, 
and that if leave were given to the bringing all sorts of private accons the animosi- 
ties would pbably continue that have been too long a foote, and the publick distur- 
bances last ; for the quieting and settleing therefore of this kingdom, and avoiding 
those inconveniencyes which would bee the necessary consequence of the contrary, 
noe pson or psons whatsoever comprised in the aforegoing articles shall be sued’ 
molested or impleaded att the suite of any party or partyes whatsoever, for any 
trespasses by them committed, or for any armes, horses, money, goods, chatties, 
merchandizes or pvisions whatsoever by them seized or taken dureing the tyme of 
the warr, and noe person or persons whatsoever in the second or third articles 
comprized shall be sued, impleaded or made accountable for the rents or meane 
rates of any lands, tenements or houses by him or them reced or enjoyed in this 
kingdom since the begining of the psent warr to the day of the date hereof, or for 
any wast or trespasse by him or them committed in any such lands, tenements or 
houses. And it is alsoe agreed that this article shall be mutuall and reciprocall on 
both sides. 

7. Every nobleman & gentleman comprized in the said second and third 
article shall have libty to ride with a sword and case of pistolls if they think fitt, 

& keep a gunn in their houses for the defence of the same, or for fowling.

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8. The inhabitants & residents in the city of Limerick & other garrisons shall

9. The oath to be administered to such Roman Catholicks as submitt to their 
Majesties Government shall Be the oath abovesaid, and noe other. 

10 No pson or psons who shall att any tyme hereafter breake these articles, or 
any of them, shall hereby make or cause any other pson or psons to forfeite or 
loose the benefitt of the same. 

., lords j ust,ces , and generall doe pmise to use their utmost endeavours 

that all the psons comprehended in y e above-menconed articles shall be ptected and 
defended from all arrests and execucons for debt and damage for the space of eiaht 
months next ensueing the date hereof. ° 

12. Lastly, y e lords justices and generall doe undertake that their Ma li “ wifi 
ratifye these articles within the space of eight months or sooner, and use their 
utmost endeavours that the same shall be ratifyed and confirmed in filament. 

• a whereas Colonel John Browne stood indebted to severall ptestants by 

judgm« of record, which appearing to the late Govern', the Lord Tyrconnell and 
Lord Lucan tooke away y* effects the said John Browne had to answer the said 
debts, and promised to cleare the said John Browne of the said debts, which effects 
were taken for the publick use of the Irish and their army ; for freeing the said 
Lord Lucan of his said engagement past on their publique account, for payment 
ot the said ptestants, & for inventing y e ruine of the said John Browne, & for 
satisfaccon of his creditors att y e instance of the Lord Lucan & the rest of the 
psons aforesaid ; itt is agreed that the said lords justices & the said Baron de 
Ginckell shall mterceed with the King and Parliam' to have the estates secured 
to Koman Catholicks by articles & capitulation in this kingdome, charged with & 
equally lyable to the payment of soe much of the said debts as the said Lord Lucan 
upon statemg accounts with the said John Browne shall certifye under his hand that 
the eftects taken from the said Browne amount unto, which account is to be stated 
and the ballance certifyed by the said Lord Lucan in one and twenty days after the 
date hereof: for the true performance whereof, wee have hereunto sett our hands.

AND WHEREAS the said city of Limerick hath been since in pursuance of 
the said articles surrendered unto us ; now know yee that Wee, haveing considered 
of the said articles, are graciously pleased hereby to declare, that Wee doe for us our 
heires and successors, as far as in us lyes, ratifye & confirme the same, and every 
clause, matter and thing therein conteyned ; and as to such parts thereof for which 
an Act of Parliam shall be found to be necessary. Wee shall recommend the same 
to be made good by Parliament, and shall give our Royall assent to any bill or bills 
that shall be passed by our two Houses of Parliament to that purpose. And whereas 
itt appears unto us that itt was agreed between the parties to the said articles that 
after the words Limerick, Clare, Kerry, Corke, Mayo, or any of them in the second 
ot the said articles, the words following ; viz' and all such as are under their pteccon 
in the said counteyes, should be inserted and be part of the said articles! which 
words haveing been casually omitted by y e writer, f omission was not discovered 
till alter f said articles were signed, but was taken notice of before the second 
towne was surrendered, and that our said justices and generall or one of them did 
pmise that the said clause should be made good, itt being within the intention of the 
capitulation & inserted in the foule draught thereof; our further will and pleasure 
is, and Wee doe hereby ratifye and confirme the said omitted words : (viz 1 ) and all 
such as are under their pteccon in the said countyes, hereby for us our heires and 
successors ordaining and *delareing that all and every pson & psons therein con- * 
cerned shall and may have, receive and enjoy the benefit thereof in such & the same 
manner as if the said words had been inserted in their pper place in the said second 
article any omission, defect or mistake in the said second article in anywise 
notwithstanding : Provided alwayes, & our will & pleasure is, that these our letters
